An annual payaroll of nevr 
$6,000,000 will find its way to 
A he business houses and banks of 
ihe community in addition to 
some three to five millions to 
be spent in supplies and equip- 
ment, and the three million plus 
left with the farmer-producers 
before Dear Uncle's tax boys 
get their share. 

There will be, it is estimated 
some 200 administrative and 

aintenance families needing 
‘homes. Over 2,100 workers will 
be needing housing year round, 
and it will be necessary to pro- 
vide housing for some addition- 
al 1,250 harvest workers. 

Present planning will call for 
500 of these harvest hands to 
be domestic and the others 
drawn from foreign labor sup- 
plies. 

To produce these mills there 
Will be expended in capital out- 

lay some 25 to 30 million dol- 
lars, and better than a million 
will be spent on equipment and 
machinery, 

It will be necessary for the 
communities nearest the opera- 
tions to provide some $2,000,000 
to $3,000,000 in individual 
homes, and near the same a- 
Taount for group or crew hous 
ing. 

The movement of money in 
normal channels of trade will 
finé a yearly addition to the 
economy of the area amounting 
to $35 to $40,000,000. 

More filing stations, more

Money-wise, an equally im- 
pressive record is shown by the 
statement of January 1st, when 
total assets reached the figure 
of $14,396,326 in '60, 206 fami- 
lies built or purchased homes 
with the help of Everglades 
Federal to the tune of $830,070. 
The savings participants added 
during the year were 250 in 
number. 

Mr. Richard A. (Dick) Poston, 
Executive Vice President, in his 
statement submitted to the an- 
nual meeting of savings mem- 
bers pointed out, that “$511,818.

Farm operators are remind 
that the January 31st deadline 
for reporting their “covered” 
agricultural workers is near at 
hand. According to R. C. Gehr- 
ken, Jr, Manager of the West 
Palm Beach District Office of 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion, they have until this date 
to file tax returns for their em- 
ployees, who in 1960 met the 
agricultural work test. 

To be "covered" a worker 
must be in at least one of the 
following categories: 

1. Cash wages paid to him by 
the farm operator must have a- 
mounted to $150 or more dur- 
ing 1960. The wages do not in- 
clude such items as room and 
board, clothing, and other pay- 
ments in kind. 

2. He must have worked in a 
least 20 different day 


on a time basis. 

If a farm worker was a mem- 
ber of a crew, the crew leader 
is usually responsible for report-

Still Fiddling! 


A “merit rating plan” for safe 
auto drivers when could save 
350,000 Florida motorists" as 
much as 15 percent on their col- 
lision insurance costs is under 
study and "will probably be 
passed" by Insurance Commis- 
sioner J. Edwin Larson.

Noting that the telephone was 
the only household utility so 
taxed, Rogers commented: 

"This tax was originally en- 
acted during World War 2 as an 
emergency measure not only as 
a source of revenue but also to 
discourage the unnecessary use 
of telephones. The emergency 
which prompted its enactment 
has long ceased to exist. 

“The telephone has become a 
virtual necessity in the modern 
day world and should no long- 
er be taxed as a luxury. If this 
outmoded tax were repealed, 
Florida telephone users would 


immediately realize savings of 
over 20 million dollars each 
year.”

Congressman Paul G. Roj 
introduced legislation w 
would permit income tax d 
ductions for certain payments 
made and expenses incurred 
providing or securing higher 
education. Specifically, the Rog- 
ers bill would permit pe 
with dependents in college c 
full-time basis, an additional d 
duction not to exceed $200 f 
money expended on tu 
books and ordinary living e: 
penses.

of the measure is that it would , 


permit the full-time student v 
is himself a taxpayer the same 
$800 deduction for coll 
penses. 

Deduction provisions are also 
made for the part-time stude 
taxpayer based on the numbi 
[of semester or quarter hours of 
work carried. This feature was 
included for the benefit of those 
students working their wa 
through college who do not qua 
ify as full-time students. 

Another provision would a 
low the taxpayer to deduct 

mount paid during the taxable 
year to an institution of h 
learning to be used to provide 
scholarships. 

“The sad fact is ihat 1 out 
of 2 qualified high school stud- 
ents enroll, not graduate, 
enroll, in college. In the gi 
majority of these cases, the rei 
son given for not doing so is 
lack of finances. Our national 
interest dictates that we fc 
mulate some plan to encourage 
college attendance. To be sure 
there are scholarships and 
programs available on both 
state and national level. These 
devices have helped meet the 
problem but the fact remains 
that there ate countless th 
sands of potential college 

ents who still need help.

Colee specifically suggested 
"broad-beamed market studies” 
to determine neglected areas of 
development, future capital re- 
quirements and to bring “into 
focus Florida's tourist. merchan- 
dise as it differs from other re- 
sort areas.” 

On the subject of industrial 
expansion, Colee said the state 
would have a better chance of 
meeting its future industrial 
needs if the 1961 legislature 
would repeal the 1957 measure 
which doubled the state's in- 
tangible tax.

‘We Gotta Be Tops" 


Eight hundred and ninety- 
six persons died in over 90,000 
auto crashes along Florida high- 
ways during the first nine 
months of 1960. 

The Florida Highway Patrol 
said today these traffic deaths 
happened in 64 of the state's 67 
counties leaving only thref} 
without a reported traffic death 
at that time. 

The counties with no traffic 
death between January Ist and 
September 30th were Franklin, 
Gilchrist and Lafayette. 

Over one third of the report- 
ed total lost their lives in four 
of the state's more populous 
sections. Dade led with 96; Du- 
val came next with 77; Palr€ 
Beach was third with 71 and 
with 61 traffic deaths Hills- 
borough was fourth. 

The 93,029 wrecks resulted 
in 32,828 injured. ^ 
Fatalities occurred in only 1 per 
cent of the total wrecks report- 
ed. The mileage death rate stood 
at 5.6 persons killed per 100 
million miles of travel.
